Almost every one 
has suffered at one time or another 
with a s-pasm. For instance, sudden 
chilling of the body after swimming 
may bring about a spasm of the mus 
cles. In certain conditions in whic 
there is hardening of the arteries wit 
a diminishing of the circulation to por 
tions of the body there may be suddei 
involuntary contractions of the rnus 
cles in those portions. 


Sometimes the contraction of a rnus 


cle may be so sudden and severe as 
actually to bring about pain. If the 
person will rest for a few minutes or 
more, he then finds that he u able- to 
walJc again, but later another attack 
may force him to stop again. 


In some cases there are serious con- 


ditions inside the nervous system which 
result in spasms that repeat themsel- 
ves again and again and which go on 
for so long a time that they actually 
constitute a definite disease. 


Spasms are not to be confused vith 


what are called tics. These are spasms 
which occur as a result of a habit. Thr- 
spasms here considered are instead the 
result of definite changes in the nerves
